This action is in response to applicants' response of 15 March 2003. The amendments to 
the claims canceling claims 581-586, 588-596, 696 and 697 has overcome the rejections based 
on 35 use 521, 35 USC 251 and 35 USC 1 12 over these claims. Also the cancellation of claims 
696 and 697 means a new oath is no longer required. This is because the presence of these claims 
caused the requirement of a new oath. The originally filed oath is again acceptable. 

The subject matter inserted into the specification in column 2 is acceptable since 
applicants are inserting inherent characteristics of the produced hydroxyapatite crystals, as 
shown by the 35 USC 132 declaration of 30 October 2003.
